TLo Railway Ttrmiuus. 



Having pointod oat what wo oon- 
ooivo'i to bo the truo unci proper posi- 
tion of the Canadian Tuoifio Railway 
routo and toi-raiuus question, wo mum 
deprooate in the strongest terms an ef- 
fort now beiug made in this cominuuity 
to apply tho incendiary torch ot sec- 
tional jealousy for mere party — may wo 
not say, personal 1 — political purposes, 
and that, at a time when it is the espe- 
Oial duty and should bo tho earoeut aim 
of every man making the slightest pre- 
tentiou to patriotism or publio spirited- 
nosa to promote the vary opposito con- 
dition. The peoplo of Victoria, and, 
indoed, ol the wholo of Vancouver Is- 
land, aro nsked to make this question 
of route and terminus the groat teat at 
tho coming elections, und to rojeot at the 
polls any candidate who will not pledge 
himself to oppoBO Confederation alto- 
gether unlosa it ho made a condition of 
Confederation that tho torminus of tho 
Cuudittu Pacific Railway shall be defi- 
nitely fixed at Victoria and Esquimau, 
Now, hero is a distinct isauo, clearly 
railed; and wo ninet object to it npon 
several grounds. In the first place, it 
will not devoUo either npon tho electors 
or tbo elcoted to Ox the terminus of tho 
railway, that beini; a matter in whic' 
those persons who undertake |tho finan- 
cial responsibility of the gigautic enter, 
prise will naturally expect to have some 
little 'say.' Not, bo it distinctly under- 
stood, that wo think the peoplo should 
not and will not be able to oxort somo 
measure ot iuflueneo over a matter which 
bo greatly concerns thom; but this is 
aeithor the time nor tho w. y to exert any 
influonce they might hopo to posao3a. 
And tbia leads us to the second ground 
of objection: To raise tbo question now 
and muko it an issae at the polls is to 
do a moat unwise, inopportune, and un« 
patriotic thing, It will readily oocur 
to the reflection of tho reader that if it 
be made au issuo at tho polls oa Van* 
couver Island that the railway shall 
terminate at Victoria and Jfiaquimali, 
tho constituencies all over the Mainland 
will not be sl<JW to folio* so ill an ex- 
ample, imposing it as a condition open 
their represeutatifen that tho railway 
shall not come near Vancouver Island 
at all , — tor It can hardly bo denied 
that what one eons'. ituency can do in 
this matter every constituency in tho 
United Colony h^s an equal right to do. 
And what about tho Dominion ? Vic- 
toria may be the 1 hub' ol British Co. 
lumbia; but she is* not quite yet the 
1 hub ' of the universe ! Given, tbe con- 
stituencies on the Islaud have tbo right 
to r> quire tho:r representatives to dis- 
tinctly plt-dge thotueelves that they will 
only accept Confederation upon condition 
that the railwuy terminae ahull be fixed 
hero, and tbo eou-tuuencios on the 
Mainland have an equal right to require 
their representatives to pledge morn' 
selves that they will only accept Con- 
feduiuuoi upou condition mat the rail- 
way terminus shall not be here, what 
will tie ibo result, then '( Why, aim |>t j 
tbia, tuat, we shall h ivo tho Mainland 
opposing Couftdoraiinn unlesi tlio ter- 
uium* is thoro, and ibo Island oppos, 
iut; Confederation uuiuas the terminus it 
hero, and both virtually opposio . Cun- 
federaiion, because bot.i will bo insisting 
up_u a foiidiiion whieh tho Dominion 
Government could not, and would not if 
it uould, grant to either. Wbat a pret- 
ty figuro Uuiiaii Columbia would oa> 
befoiu the woridl Quarreling like n 
lot ot 'Kilkenny Cats' over the railway, 
and rejuouug it, along with a:| tbo other 
advantages uco rapanying Contedera- 
tiou, because it cauuot be made sutti- 
ciuritly olastio to touch at everybody's 
door and slop ut overybody's farm. 
But tho evils of s>uoli a condition would 
not atop with tho loss of Confederation 
and bII its accompanying train of un... 
questioned benefits. Thoru would tuu-< 
bo rekindled in un intensified form all 
tlioao fires of local jealousy which burn- 
ed so fiercely at one time, and which 
bad happily nearly diod out altogether, 
and tlio colonists wo dd thus bo divided 
and fighting amongst themselvoi at a 
period In tbo history of tho country 
when of all others it is irnportuut that 
they should be bui nionious and united. 
And all this for no possible practical 
benefit whatever; for it is o'bvijUoly 
impossible that tbo railway o»n run 
ovorywhero and terminate everywhere ; 
it is improbable that tho people of any 
ono section of the colony will be al- 
lowed to say where it shall run and 
where atop; u is h ghly improbable thai 
oven tho whole colony would bo permit- 
ted to dictate tho particular roulo und 
termiune; und it would appeal' to bo 
equally certain that if tho oloctive mem- 
bora come from the different cons.iiu- 
cucios bo pledged upon smh Impossible 
local issues, tho next Council must be 
turned iuto a bear-garden, and Confed- 
eration will become un absolute im- 
possibility. Hut oven if it woro com- 
petent und proper for British Columbia 
to sock, to impose such a condition upon 
the Dominion Government, the present 
is a most unfitting tune to do it. Tho 
Terms of Confederation wore beforo tho 
publio lor weeks, and wero discussed in 
tho Legislature lor days, during 
lust session, and thoy wore sent, to Ot- 
tawtt und have been returned from Ot- 
tawa for the ucocptuut e ol tho people, with" 
Oat any aoeh is*nu having ever boun hinted 
at ; and to Hpr.rig lOddtnly such an issue and 
ttsk the poople to impose a coudilicn Ol euch 
a nature at tne elovtnlli hour, when tho peo- 
ple mo jubt about to reuder their verdict upon 



tho Terms as they wort nrgatiated by oar 
Delegates, is so sot which one experiences 
much difficulty in attributing to bqt othor 
motive then that ol a desire to overthrow 
lbs whole Confederation eoheme. It ocoun 
to ui to ask why the very person who oow 
seeks to spring tbia issue upon the electors 
did not raise it while ibe whole subjeot of 
Confederation was being sa fully discussed 
in the Lagislative Couuoil ? Il it is ■ proper 
question, surely that was tbe proper time 
and pluoa to bring it np, with a view to 
making it one of tbe conditions embodied 
in the Terms. Although tbis psrsou ocoupied 
much of tbe time of the Council, and moved 
all sorts of amendments, not a word did be 
evor utter upon tbis most important question 
which is now to be made lbs touobmone ol 
the whole acnerae. Il»d the sabjaet been 
brougbt up then, and hid it been embodied 
in the Terms sent to Ottawa, it could have 
been duly ooosidered and acted upon by 
lha Dominion Government, and neott not 
have necsrsaiily delayed Confederation ; but 
to spring it cow nod make it a condition 
would unquestionably be to delay indefinite- 
ly the whole eoheme; so that, even admitting 
tbe question to oonatitote a legitimate con- 
dition, tho course wbioh bis been adopted 
in relation to it is only aaoh as one could 
attribute to a skulking enemy of tbe cense. 
Bat it may not bo amiss to ooosider the 
position in which Viotona musk plaoa herself 
by espousing (his new dogma. It hue been 
sdmitied on all hands, even by tbe author ol 
this lateit 'dodge' that lha Terns of Con- 
federation, as they stand, ars good, aud cal- 
culated to confer immense benefits upon the 
country. Indeed, no man haa waxed more 
aothusiastio and eloquent in expatiating upon 
tbe advantages certain to flow from union up- 
on these Terms, — these Terms, bo It lemark- 
ed, without any word about where the rail- 
way ie to be ran or where it is to atop. Now, 
suppoas, upon tbe eve of tbe very election 
wbioh Is lo decide wbatber the oountry is to 
accept or rejeol Ceufederatioa, Victoria were 
to obey tba dictum J thin political trickster 
and declare at the polls that the eolouy ruiui 
not have Confederation at all, unless the ter- 
minus of the railway be fixed hare, what 
kind of a position would she occupy belore 
tbe reet ol the eolouy ? Would her poaition 
not bear a disagreeable rasemblanoo te that 
occupied by a certain fabled dog lyiug in the 
ox's crib 1 We epiue Victoria will hesitate 
to occupy that position, mare espsoifdly 
when it it bo obvious that il could bring uo 
possible good results, bnt only evil and odi- 
um. And, we must be excused for saying 
in concluding an article already drawn out 
to undue length, that we experience great 
difficulty in aoeouoting for iba extraordinary 
coud'jet of our contemporary, unless upon 
the ground (bat he is really an enemy of Iba 
c ,uie, or— what would appear lo be tbe 
more probable explanation — that, the Pro- 
tection Hobby-horse net taking kindly to the 
streets of tbia commercial oily, ho hopea to 
ride into Parliament npon this new Railway 
Hobby-horse. Wa venture to think, how- 
ever, that the people ol Viotoria are loe 
shrewd to be caagbt by such ohnfi, nod that 
they have too clear an appreben3ion as lo 
where their true ioiereets really lie, to be- 
come once again tba mare sport of a man 
to wbo-e past pulilioal jagglery Victoria 
must ntlribate the anief of ber misforluois. 
Uo bas asked tbe electors tbroughont tbis 
Inland to rejeol any candidate who will not 
give a pledge to oppose Confederation unlets 
ma railway terminus shall be fixed here. 
We would appeal to the electors, not only ol 
this Island but throughout the United Colony 
to reject, as either a knave or a fool, anv 
candidate who will pledge himself to oppose 
Confederation unless on condition ol tbe rail- 
way termitu being fixed at any particular 
spot.

LAST NIG HTS DIS PATCHES. 

liurojje. 

London, Oct 14 — The following advices re» 
cievt-d here from Toura left that place on 
Wednesday evening : — All lines of communi- 
cation towards Tours are slill open. The 
Commandor of the 15lh corps lias made oilicial 
report lo tho Government of a battle before 
Orleans. lie says the fighting was desperate. 
The Prussian artillery was literal'y over- 
whelmed. For liitoe hours, however, the 
enemy waa held in che'ik, when a il.ink move- 
ment compelled our retreat, which was elect- 
ed in good order. 

Tbe terrible artillery fire of .Ifont, Valerian 
has totally swept the country arouad about for 
sn kiloiueiri-3. The Prussian works have been 
destroyed, and all the b'attaries th u iho Pros- 
aiana have erected against Mont Valerian 
have been annihilated. On the North the 
Prussians have been driven back as far as 
Defile and Bonneville. The entire peninsular 
around (Venevillo has been freed from Prus- 
sians by cavalry reeounolssance and is uow in 
French hands. Ou the east of i'aris a lively 
cannonade has been maintained. The Prussians 
have been driven from Compei^no for more 
than three miles east of Vincnennes, and the 
Prussian circle around Pans is therefore ex-, 
panding daily instead of contracting. Parisi- 
ans are greatly encouraged. The Prussians 
report a meeting imminent among the Freoeh 
soldiers at Mt tz. 

A dispatch from Versailles via ii a 1 1 i n re- 
ceived lo-di>y contains the following : Credii 
for arming the German people his been raised 
to 23 millions. Prince Fredrick Charles occu- 
pies the house of the Prince oi Moskowa. too 
royal headquarters are west of the beleagured 
city, those of the Grown Prinse to the east.

A correspondent of tne London Times 
writes from Florenvtllo, Sept 4ch 

I'he appearance of- the ioa-i ol Doozy — I 
have called ic indifferently town or village, 
for though it had only u population ol only a 
little over 3,000 the stamp and substantiality 
of many of tba housis, na lar as one could 
judge wore more ol a town lhaq of a village ; 
tne appoaruiice of 'ho pliuol cannot hotter 
describe than by Baying that it looked as il 
one great thunderbolt hud fallen upon and iu 
one moment destroyed it utterly. The human 
ho.iiea had by ihis lima been removed f'o n 
the s reel, but tho oharrod remains of holtneis 
and shakos, and the mocks of rtfl&a, with 
every here aud there stvords and bayonola and 
every t.ort ol WoapOU, showu t taat while 
the llatnes wore taging all around them, and 
the beibless women and children were litlor- 
ally being roasted alive in tlio bouses uiul in 
Ibe streets '.he maddened combatants did 
not ce - HO from the battle, bal died no doubt 
in numbers, hemmed in by the fUmea wid e 
they wero lighting. Il it iilino.it impossible 
to realize thatauoh things e,m have occurred 
in thia ugu ol civilization, and tin t humanitj 
and civil '.'. it-ion ol Christianity should be 
disgraced Dy horroia lhat eeom tho very out- 
come of ball, ilia like on avd dream, bu: 
it is to be hoped these terrible tventi will 
leave tho world tviacr fur the fulure. 

The completeness and suddenm bs ol iho des- 
truotioo worn evidenced ny camburless liitlu 
eircumstaocas — such as the burnt remains ol 
birds und annnitls one would havo expected 
ot ull othora to o.

Hundreds ol the people betook themselves 
to ihe callers, it i" suid. apd thoro perished 
nl HuH'oca'ion No Wharfi could there have 
appearel an i^ylu n for the miserable peo- 
ple — raging flumes and luflooation — smoke 
inside llieir houses, und outside lulling wal h 
aud roolH, and men like liurnla incaruu u 
lighting amul tho llnmou und Hiu biasing 
wreck. 

I wplked uhont throagh the dreary atreole. 
ilore mid there wretched old men and women 
were hanging about their homes iu a soit 6i 
stupor apparently. Some bl them were 
weeping and a ibbingi ' I have lived fib' years 
in this town,' one poor fellow said io me : 1 1 
wuh away fr,om home whan thia OOCOirad nnd 
now 1 don't now whether any ol my tunily 
are JefJ lo me, or whether thay arc not, all 
burial in there,' pointing to iho ruins ol the 
house.
